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TP HIS book contains several services for Jewish 
worship. They are derived almost entirely 
from the traditional liturgy. The translations are 
selected from the Union Prayer Book, the Rev. 
S. Singer's issue of the Daily Prayer Book, and 
from the Order of Service of the Jewish Religious 
Union. The passages from the Bible are given 
according to the Revised Version. All the addi- 
tional prayers, as well as the selection of Scripture 
verses, are adopted from the book of the Jewish 
Religious Union, to the editors of which the Com- 
mittee is greatly indebted.

fathers upon the children, upon the third and upon the 
fourth generation, of them that hate me; and showing 
mercy unto the thousandth generation, of them that love 
me and keep my commandments. 

3. Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God 
in vain; for the Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain. 

4. Remember the sabbath day, to keep it holy. Six days 
shalt thou labor^ and do all thy work: but the seventh day 
is a sabbath unto the Lord thy God : in it thou shalt not do 
any work: thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man- 
servant, nor thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that is within thy gates : for in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that is therein, and 
rested the seventh day: wherefore the Lord blessed the 
sabbath day, and hallowed it. 

5. Honor thy father and thy mother : that thy days may 
be long upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee. 
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6. Thou shalt not murder. 

7. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

8. Thou shalt not steal. 

9. Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neigh- 
bor. 

ID. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's house, thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbor's wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is 
thy neighbor's. 



Scripture IDereee 

A. 

1. Know therefore this day, and lay it to thine heart, 
that the Lord He is God in heaven above and upon the 
earth beneath: there is none else. (Deuteronomy iv. 39.) 

2. And now, Israel, what doth the Lord thy God re- 
quire of thee, but to fear the Lord thy God, to walk in all 
His ways, and to love Him, and to serve the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy soul, to keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord and His statutes, which I command 
thee this day for thy good? (Deuteronomy x. 12, 13.) 

3* For this commandment which I command thee this 
day, it is not too hard for thee, neither is it far off. It is 
not in heaven, that thou shouldest say, Who shall go up for 
us to heaven, and bring it unto us, and make us to hear it, 
that we may do it? Neither is it beyond the sea, that thou 
shouldest say. Who shall go over the sea for us, and bring 
it unto us, and make us to hear it, that we may do it?

4. Thou shalt not go up and down as a tale-bearer 
among thy people. (Leviticus xix. 16.) 

5. Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thy heart. (Le- 
viticus xix. 17.) 

6. Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, in mete- 
yard, in weight or in measure. (Leviticus xix. 35.) 

7. Ye shall not steal, neither deal falsely, neither lie one 
to another. (Leviticus xix. 11.) 
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8. Love ye the stranger: for ye were strangers in the 
land of Egypt. Thou shalt not oppress a stranger, for ye 
know the heart of a stranger, seeing ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt. If a stranger sojourn with thee in your 
land, ye shall not oppress him. The stranger that dwelleth 
with you shall be unto you as one born among you, and 
thou shalt love him as thyself. (Deuteronomy x. 19. 
Exodus xxiii. 9. Leviticus xix. 33, 34.) 

9. Thou shalt not harden thine heart, nor shut thine 
hand from thy poor brother: but shalt surely open thine 
hand unto him, to lend him sufficient for his need in that 
which he wanteth. Thou shalt open wide thine hand unto 
thy brother that is needy and to thy poor in the land. And 
the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow which are 
within thy gates shall come and shall eat and be satisfied; 
that the Lord thy God may bless thee in all the work of 
thy hand which thou doest. (Deuteronomy xv. 7, 8, 11 ; 
xiv. 29.) 

10. Ye shall be holy: for I tlie Lord your God am holy. 
(Leviticus xix. 2.) 

11. If ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep my cove- 
nant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me out of 
all the peoples : for all the earth is mine : and ye shall be 
unto me a kingdom of priests, and a holy nation. (Exodus 
xix. 5, 6.) 

12. Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear any grudge against 
the children of thy people, but thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself: I am the Lord. (Leviticus xix, 18.) 



Blessed art Thou, O Lord, our God, King of the Uni- 
verse, who hast given us Thy law of Truth, and planted in 
our midst eternal life. 

B. 

I. But now thus saith the Lord that created thee, O 
Jacob, and lie that formed thee, O Israel : Fear not, for I 
have redeemed thee ; I have called thee by thy name, thou 
art mine. (Isaiah xliii. i.)

2. Ye are my witnesses, saith the Lord, and my servant 
whom I have chosen. (Isaiah xliii. 10.) 

3. Behold my servant, whom I uphold: my chosen, in 
whom my soul delighteth : I have put my spirit upon him : 
he shall bring forth judgment to the nations. He shall 
not clamor nor cry, nor cause his voice to be heard in the 
street. A bruised reed shall he not break, and a dimly 
burning wick shall he not quench: he shall bring forth 
judgment faithfully. He shall not burn dimly, nor shall he 
be crushed, till he have set judgment in the earth; and 
the isles shall wait for his teaching. (Isaiah xlii. 1-4.) 

4. And now saith the Lord that formed me to be His 
servant: It is too light a thing that thou shouldest be my 
servant to raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the 
preserved of Israel : I will also give thee for a light to the 
nations, that my salvation may be unto the end of the 
earth. (Isaiah xlix. 5, 6.) 

5. As for me, this is my covenant with them, saith the 
Lord: My spirit that is upon thee, and my words which I 
have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out of thy mouth, 
nor out of the mouth of thy seed, nor out of the mouth of 
thy seed's seed, saith the Lord, from henceforth and for 
ever. (Isaiah lix. 21.) 

6. And it shall come to pass in the latter days, that the 
mountain of the Lord's house shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills; 
and all nations shall flow into it. And many peoples shall 
go and say. Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, to the house of the God of Jacob; and He will 
teach us of His ways, and we will walk in His paths: for 
out of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. (Isaiah ii. 2, 3.) 

7. And the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. (Isaiah xi. 9.) 
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8. Then will I restore to the peoples a pure language, 
that they may all call upon the name of the Lord, to serve 
Him with one accord. (Zephaniah iii. 9.) 

9. And they shall beat their swords into ploughshares, 
and their spears into pruning hooks: nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any 
more. (Isaiah ii. 4.) 

10. And the Lord shall be king over all the earth: in 
that day the Lord shall be one, and His name one. (Zecha- 
riah xiv. 9.) 



BLESSED art Thou, O Lord our King, King of the 
universe. Rock of all worlds, righteous through all 
generations, O faithful God, who sayest and doest, who 
speakest and fulfillest, all whose words are truth and 
righteousness.

C. 

1. Let justice. roll down as waters, and righteousness as 
a perpetual stream. (Amos v. 24.) 

2. I desire love, and not sacrifice; the knowledge of 
God, rather than burnt offerings. (Hosea vi. 6.) 

3. These are the things that ye shall do: speak ye every 
man the truth with his neighbor: execute the judgment 
of truth and peace in your gates: and let none of you 
imagine evil in your hearts against his neighbor; and love 
no false oath : for all these are things that I hate, saith the 
Lord. (Zechariah viii. 16, 17.) 

4. Repent, and turn yourselves from all your trans- 
gressions : so shall they not be a stumbling block of guilt 
unto you. Cast away from you all your transgressions, 
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wherein ye have transgressed; and make you a new heart 
and a new spirit: for why will ye die, O house of Israel? 
For I have no pleasure in the death of him that dieth, saith 
the Lord God ; wherefore turn yourselves and live. (Ezekiel 
xviii, 30-32.) 

5. A new heart will I give you, and a new spirit will I 
put within you : and I will take away the stony heart out of 
your flesh, and will give you a heart of flesh, and I will put 
my spirit within you. (Ezekiel xxxvi. 26, 27.) 

6. Seek good, and not evil, that ye may live. Hate the 
evil, and love the good, and establish justice in the gate. 
(Amos V. 14, 15.) 

7. Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking 
guile. Depart from evil, and do good; seek peace, and 
pursue it. (Psalm xxxiv. 13, 14.) 

8. He hath showed thee, O man. what is good; and 
what doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God? (Micah 
vi. 8.) 

9. Thou desirest not sacrifice, else would I give it : Thou 
delightest not in burnt offerings. The sacrifices of God are 
a broken spirit: a broken and a contrite heart, O God, 
Thou wilt not despise. (Psalm li. 17.) 

10. Be glad in the Lord, and rejoice, ye righteous: and 
shout for joy, all ye that are upright in heart. (Psalm 
xxxii. II.) 

D. 

1. Create in me a clean heart, O God ; renew a steadfast 
spirit within me. Cast me not away from Thy presence; 
take not Thy holy spirit from me. (Psalm li. 10, 11.) 

2. Teach me to do Thy will, for Thou art my God. Let 
Thy good spirit lead me in the right path. (Psalm cxltii. 
la) 
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3. Whither shall I go from Thy spirit ? or whither shall I 
flee from Thy presence? If I ascend up into heaven, Thou 
are there: if I make my bed in the nether-world, behold. 
Thou art there. If I should take the wings of the morning, 
and alight in the uttermost parts of the sea, even there 
would Thy hand lead me, and Thy right hand would hold 
me. (Psalm cxxxix. 7-10.) 

4. Whom have I in heaven but Thee? and there is 
nought upon earth that I desire beside Thee. My flesh and 
my heart may fail; but God is the rock of my heart and 
my portion forever. (Psalm Ixxiii. 25, 26.) 

5. Thou hast been my help, and in the shadow of Thy 
wings do I rejoice. My soul clingeth fast unto Thee: Thy 
right hand upholdeth me. (Psalm Ixiii. 7, 8.) 

6. If I think, 'My foot slippeth,* Thy lovingkindness, 

Lord, holdeth me up. In the multitude of my cares 
within me. Thy comforts delight my soul. (Psalm xciv. 
19.) 

7. As the hart panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my soul after Thee, O God. (Psalm xlii. i.) 

8. How precious is Thy lovingkindness, O God! The 
children of men take refuge under the shadow of Thy 
wings. They feast upon the fatness of Thy house; and 
Thou makest them drink of the river of Thy pleasures. For 
with Thee is the fountain of life ; through Thy light we see 
light. (Psalm xxxvi. 7-9.) 

9. The Lord is my light and my salvation; whom shall 

1 fear ? The Lord is the fortress of my life : of whom shall 
I be afraid? (Psalm xxvii. i.) 

10. I have set the Lord always before me; with Him at 
my right hand I cannot be moved. (Psalm xvi. 8.)
